Village Budakheda, 

Police Station Aron, 

District Guna, 

Madhya Pradesh. 

( Effective date of award— 2\st February 1969) 

On the 21st February, 1969, at about 7.30 P.M, three 
dacoits headed by Bhura Kadera entered village Budakheda 
in District Guma and started firing indiscriminately in the 
air to strike terror amongst the local vllageis They looted 
all the valuables from the house of Shri Hamath Singh 
and thereafter, entered the house of Shri Khub Singh 
Raghuvanshi. On hearing the sound of the fire, Shri 
Hanumant Singh rushed out of his house with a twelve 
bore gun and climbed on the roof of a house from where 
he could get a clear view of the house of Shri Khub Singh 
in the moonlight. One of the dacoits who was standing on 
the roof fired at Shri Hanumant Singh. Undeterred, Shri 
HiMiumunt Singh challenged the dacoits and returned the 
fire, Another dacoit also opened fire and thereafter all the 
members of the gang attempted to escape, Shri Hanumant 
Singh collected other villagers and chased the dacoits who 
were firing while on the run. One of the dacoits, Jai 
Narain, was found lying injured in a nullah the next day 
by the villagers and was handed over to the Police. 

Tn this action. Shri Hanumant Singh displayed conspicuous 
gallantry and determination of a very high order. 

2. Shri DAULA, 

District Guna, 

Madhya Pradesh. 

(Effective date of award — 11 th February, 1970) 

The gang of dacoit Ganga Ram was active in Police 
Station Mungaoli area in Madhya Pradesh for a long time. 
The gang had committed dacoity and murder in village 
Karera. on the night of the llth/12 February, 1970, 
the gang again visited the village. Shri Raja Ram Lodhi, 
who received information about the gang and who was the 
likelv target of the dacoits, sent a word in the village and 
to Shri Dtiula, chowkidar. With a party of six villagers, 
Shri Daula reached the spot between 3 A.M. and __4 A*M., 
and disregarding personal safety challenged the dacotft ^ho 
had surrounded the house of Shri Raja Ram Lodhi and 
opened fire. As a result of this bold action, the dacoits 
took to their heels. Tn the exchange of fire, Shri Danla 
shot dead a dacoit and recovered a gun from him. 

Tn this action, Shri Daula displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
initiative and determination of a very high order, 

3. Flight Lieutenant KULDEEP KUMAR SHARMA 
(7584) 

Meteorological. 

(Effective date of award — 17 th May 1970) 

On the 17th May 1970, at one of the forward airfields, 
a major grass fire broke out covering a large area around 
the Bomb Dump. Flight Lieutenant Kuldeep Kumar Sharma 
was the first officer to arrive at the snot and to lead the 
fire crew trying to control it. With the help of a small fire 
crew party, he bravely fought the fire till more men arrived. 
Due to wind, the grass inside the Bomb Dump, empty crates 
and the tarpalincs covering the High Explosive Bombs 
caught fire. Undeterred be kept on fighting the fire even 
when some stores began exploding. 

Throughout this operation Flight Lieutenant Kuldeep Kumar 
Sharmn displayed conspicuous gallantry and determination 
of a very high order. 


4. 34629 Flight Sergeant MOJ PARKASH PURI 
ACD/GD 

(Effective date of award — 17/// May, 1970) 

On the 17th May, 1970. a major grass fire broke out at 
a forward Air Force base covering a very ln>rgc area around 
the Mechanical Transport Section and the Bomb Dump. 
Due to wind the fire spread into the Bomb Dump and 
the tarpalines covering high explosive bombs and the grass 
around the buildings caught fire. Flight Sergeant Mcj 
Park ash Puri, as Senior Non-Commissioned Officer-in- 
Charge of the fire Section, gave an excellent account of 
himself and guided the crew throughout the fire fighting 
operations in a cool and systematic manner. Regardless of 
his personal safety, lie remained on the spot even when 
some of the stores began to explode. 

In this action, Flight Sergeant Moj Pa-rkash Puri display- 
ed conspicuous gallantly, determination and devotion to 
duty of a very high order. 

5. Shri MAHENDRA NARAIN SINGH 
(GO-743) Executive Engineer (Civil) 

As a result of unprecedented floods in river Alakananda 
during July, 1970. the roads Risbikesh Joshimath-Badrlnath 
and Josh imcith-M ala ri were full of many breaches and 
numerous landslides. A number of bridges, culverts and 
causeways and a long stretch of road between 
Pipalkoti and Josbimalh had been washed away and deep 
gorges had been created at many places. Shri Mahendra 
Narain Singh, who was detailed for reconnaissance of Bel- 
kuchi realingment of the road, in complete disregard of his 
personal safety, crossed the flooded river, several deep gorges 
and gaping ravines with the rope tied around his waist in 
the pouring rains and falling boulders and completed the 
task within a week. Later on having been entrusted with 
the work of restoring the road communication, he once 
again faced with considerable difficulties and grave risk to 
his own life men and machines showed uncommon zeal 
and enthusiam much beyond the call of duty. He personal- 
ly led his men and material at all dangerous points, and 
successfully completed the assigned task. 

Throughout. Shri Mahendra Narain Singh displayed con- 
spicuous gallantry, leadership and devotion to duty of a very 
high order. 

6. Shri RABINDRA NATH GUPTA, 

Assistant Forr>mn t 

Cold Rolling Mills, 

Rourkela Steel Plant, 

( Effective date of award — 22nd July, 1970) 

On the 22nd July, 1970, while the mechanical staff was 
gas cutting a damaged pipe in the underground Cellar of 
Cold Rolling Mills at the Rourkela Steel Plant, the oil- 
soaked walls of the cellar suddenly caught fire. Besides 
several electrical equipments and other costlv machinery, 
the underground Cellar contained highly inflammable palm 
oil tanks and explosive gas charged lines. The Cellar could 
be approached by a single entrance only through the Stair- 
case, The fire spread rapidly and engulfed the whole area 
where about 20 workmen were working. Due to thick 
smoke and flames, the approach to the Cellar through the 
stair-case became difficult and there was also a danger 
of fire reaching the palm oil tanks which would have result- 
ed in immediate explosion. Equally dangerous were the 
gas pipes which might have exploded any moment had the 
fire reached them. Although there was danger of immediate 
explosion. Shri Rabindra Nath Gupta, Assistant Foreman 
Cold Rolling Mills, at great personal risk entered through 
a thick film of smoke and succeeded in reaching half way 
into the Cellar through the stair-case. He managed to 
close the ga-s pipe and put off the electrical switches and 
prevented fire reaching the palm oil tanks. On the arrival 
of Fire Bncade; he led them to place from where the fire 
could be fought and helped them till the fire was comple- 
tely extinguished. The prompt action of Shri Rabindra. Nath 
Gupta saved the lives of persons working in the area. Be- 
sides, his timely action saved costly equipment and prevented 
heavy loss of production. 
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In this action, Shri Habindra Nath Gupta displayed con- 
spicuous gallantry and determination of a very high order, 

7. Captain RANSHER SINGH RANAWAT (K>1 9420) 
Guards. 

(Effective date of award — 13f/i September , 197!) 

On the 13 th September, 1971, at 1320 hours, information 
was received that a caid-board box containing a time bomb 
had been spotted by villagers near Bhanga village in Karim- 
ganj Sub Division of North Cachhar District of Assam. 
Captain Ransher Singh Ranawat was detailed with a small 
escort and a demolition party to go to the spot. On reach- 
ing there, he deployed his men and went forward alone; 
he opened the box and saw a highly, sophisticated explo- 
sive transistorised time bomb with 10 Kg. of AMATOL. 
Neither he nor any person in the demolition party had ever 
seen or handled such a» sophisticated bomb. Captain Rana- 
wat examined it minutely and started dismantling it. Tt 
took him half an hour before he could make the time bomb 
fully safe. Again, on the 14th September, 1971, when in- 
formation was received that demolition charges had been 
attached with the railway track between Kauai Bazar and 
Pathar Kandi (Karimganj Sub Division of North Cachhar, 
Assam) railway station, he, with a small detachment, rushed 
to the spot. He found five fully prepared special demolition 
charges attached with the railway track. Although he had 
no knowledge about handling these specially prepared elec- 
tric demolition charges, he without any hesitation, person- 
ally removed the charges and made them safe, and thus 
made running of through trains possible. 

Tn these actions, Captain Ransher Singh Ranawat display- 
ed conspicuous gallantry, initiative and determination of a 
very high order. 

8. Shri SURESH DWARKA NATH GAVASKAR 

(GO-226) Assistant Executive Engineer 
(Mechanical) 

Shri Surcsh Dwarka Nath Gavaskar, Assistant Executive 
Engineer (Mech.) was serving with 35 Field Workshop 
(GREF) as Second-in-Command. During 1970-71 he was 
responsible for organising in situ repairs to certain equip- 
ment by working round the clock. Notwithstanding many 
difficulties and risks involved, he repaired Snow Blast equip- 
ment which was damaged, and kept it operating on National 
Highway in a very high serviceablity state. He also kept 
the BRISTOW Hot Mix Plant in working condition by re- 
clamation techniques and modifying the items; overhauled 
and reclaimed 57 starter motors by reclamation which kept 
the machines self-starting and rigged up the fuel injection 
testing device within his limited resources which enabled 
the Workshop to overhaul FIP equipment of a large num- 
ber of TMBs /Uppers engines lying defective. As a result 
of the above measures, the National Highway was kept open 
throughout the year. It was largely due to his determina- 
tion, leadership and his gallant services that the equipment 
were kept serviceable under the most trying condition. 

Throughout, Shri Suresh Dwarka Nath Gava-skar display- 
ed conspicuous gallantry, leadership and devotion to duty of 
a very high order. 

9. Shri F, V. PURANIK 

(GO-797) Assistant Engineer (Civil) 

Shri P. V. Puranik was deputed to carry out the recee 
and detailed survey of different roads in Nagaland during 
1969 to 1971. He had to move in areas generally Inhabi- 
ted by hostile elements. Apart from the normal strain of 
any recee, the job required great courage, ample tact and 
capacity to meet any grave situation. Undeterred by the 
heavy odds, and in spite of great danger to his person, he 
without any protection went out into the thick jungles in- 
fested by hostiles. He thus inspired confidence in his team 
which was galvanised into action by his personal example 
and hich degree of leadership. The most difficult recee that 
he had to do was of roads Mokokchimg — Tuerraang and 
Kiphre — -Then sang, He successfully completed all the tasks 
assigned to him. 

Throughout, Shri P. V. Puranik displayed conspicuous gal- 
lantry, determination and leadership of a very high order.
